Speaker Martin urges executives 
to tight workers’ comp abuses 


House Speaker John Martin (D- 
Eagle- Lake). faced a concerned 
group. of predominantly wood-bas- 
ed industry executives Tuesday 
night in South Paris and told them 
there were no one-step cures for 
their problems with. workers’ com- 
pensation, hs 

Speaking {o about 75 members 
of the Western Maine Industrial 
Management: Club . at, Positively 
Maine. Street, Speaker Martin 
warned that they ‘won't lower 
costs by reducing benefits.” 

He said, ‘I’m not opposed to ré- 
ducing benefits, but that ought 
to be.a last step.” : 

Instead of viewing benefits. to 
workers as\the main problem in 
the state’s.-decade-old workers’ 
comp law, he suggested that em- 
ployers. consider fighting. claims 
that. they consider unfounded. 
Don’t pay questionable claims, he 
told the industrial managers. Hire 
lawyers and fight such claims. 

At the same time, he did ac- 
knowledge that the state’s liberal 
workers’ comp legislation, under 
which. 100,000 claims are filed 
yearly, . lends itself to. abuse. 
“When you make a law, some- 
one’s going to abuse it... . You 
have a small minority (of work- 
ers) who are dishonest.” 

In order to curtail abuses of the 
law, the legislature this year will

“cooling of the body due to pro- 
Jonged exposure to the cold, Be 
aware. that this condition can and 
‘does occur in temperatures above 
freezing. 

Failing body systems, chronic 
illness, poor diet, lack of exercise 
combined with trying to save on 
‘the fuel bill are the’ basic reasons 
that hypothermia is a dangér to 
‘the: elderly every winter. That’s 
why, as we get older, we must 
make sure we eat balanced meals, 
get some exercise and stay warm, 

The signs of hypothermia in- 
clude: shivering, numbness, drow- 
siness, decreased. level of aware- 
‘ness, staggering, failing eyesight, 
a slow pulse, and slow breathing.

Hanover historian 


is kin to 18th 
century settler 


One may well ask, why a his- 
tory of Hanover, The town is on- 
ly 7.53 square miles in size—the 
seventh smallest town among the 
427 towns in Maine—and has only 
a few hundred year-round resi- 
dents. 

Nevertheless, it now has its own 
history, “A History of Hanover, 
Maine, 1774-1980, with Associated 
Historical Events,’’ written by Al- 
fred F. Howard, of Augusta. 

In response to the question, Why 
a history of Hanover, Mr, Howard, 
77 years old, told The Citizen: 

“My reasons for undertaking this 
task, that started in the fall of 
1979, are twofold. Since 1916 I 
have spent summers in whole or 
in part at Howard Pond, and for 
many. years have owned camps 
and land at the Pond, a part of 
the original Howard Gore, now a 
part of Hanover, since 1843. 

“Secondly, my ancestry dates 
back to 1794 when Phineas How- 
ard, Sr., (my great-great grand- 
father) purchased the Howard 
Gore from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts for 112 pounds 
and three shillings, My lineage is 
from Phineas Sr., who died in the 
Gore in 1851, to Joseph, who was 
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born and died in the Gore, to Pres- 
ton 0., who was born in the Gore 
but died in North Rumford, to my 
dad, Frank F,, who was a resi- 
dent of Hanover at the time 
of his death. 

“T have’ referred to the Gore, 
although it became a part of 
Hanover on Feb. 14, 1843, The oth- 
er part of Hanover was that part 
of Bethel north of the south chan- 
nel of the Androscoggin River, 

“Some of the people who assist- 
ed me to a large degree by fur- 
nishing information and pictures 
are Ernest L, Holt, Frank W, Wor- 
eester, Warren Stearns and Ma- 
rion Taylor, and others, including 
Stanley Howe, (of Bethel).” 

Mr. Howard’s history of Hanover 
was printed privately, as a loss of 
a few thousand dollars, he says, 
and is available from the author, 
ac Route 5, Box 278, in Augusta, 
for $35, 

This history is encyclopaedic yxa- 
ther than narratiye and contains 
chapters on covered bridges, fer- 
ries on the Androscoggin, roads, 
homes, churches, disastrous fires, 
and hundreds of pages of family 
histories and geneologies. The 575- 
page book has considerable infor- 
mation on Bethel, Mr. Howard 
says. 

In his chapter on mills, he 1o- 
cates 12 mills in Hanover, includ- 
ing grain mills, sawmills, woolen 
mills and tanneries. ‘There are 232 
photographs in the, book.

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As a looked down toward the 
pond this morning, I thought of 
it as the eye of the land. The land 
changes with the seasons, as ex- 
peeted, Sut the “eye’s’’ changes 
are swift, expressive, momentary, 
and subile. In summer it may 
change from rain-dimpled to spark- 
ling blue, to gray, wthin an hour, 
from misty sheen to black, during 
the day, Looking down at it from 
my home above it, I can observe 
its changes from dark water or 
clear. When looking at it from the 
shore line with its sedges at the 
edge, the surface gleams wide, flat, 
and opaque, The deepest part of 
the ‘pond lies toward the south 
from us. 

‘Until the dam was completed in 
1949. at the center of the ‘‘city’’, 
Sanborn River flowed through to 
where this is, so there was little 
depth of water except in what we 
call the channel, | 

At that time there had been 
much talk: people saying “some- 
thing. ought to be done about the 
Outlet Dam.” The nedrly-century- 
old wooden and stone barrier was 
continuing to weaken until Mount 
Abram Fish and Game Assn. de- 
cided to ‘do something about it.’ 

Until something was done, West 
Paris, six. miles down river, was 
always a bit queasy: about the 
possibility of the old barrier let- 
ting go in a spring freshet and 
sending the water down on them. 

The new dam ended that fear 
and the work was done through 
volunteers and some donations 
from all over. 

There was ah appointed commit- 
tee, made up of a supervisor, a 
head carpenter, and a cement 
tender. In two weeks the forms 
were built and the cement poured. 
When the forms came off 50 loads 
of sand were dumped along the 
shore near the dam. 

All neighbors turned out for 
this job and did a splendid piece 
of work, which was sparked by 
the F, and G. A bit of history to 
remember, 


Well, there is a difference be- 
tween a lake and a pond so I have 
read. The terminology of the two 
is somewhat confusing. Technical- 
ly, ponds are shallow enough for 
plants to grow across the area andj 
are rooted on the bottom, A Jake 
is deeper where no plants grow 
because of insufficient light, We 
have many plants out front but 
few in Big Pond. 

Now it’s winter so the pond is 
one mass of ice and snow and the 
channel is always a question of 
safety. I know of two incidents, in 
my years here, when the ice has 
given way and a person has gone 
through for a cold bath. Both were 
fortunate enough to get out without 
help. One took place in daylight 
and the other at night, when a 
yoting girl was waiking home from 
a skating party alone. 

Whether lake or pond, in sum- 
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mer or winter I find their beauty 
as well as in many other things 
in the valley, 

There are always the round hills 
covered with pine, an expression 
of grandeur and solemnity. A pine 
grove has character unique, with 
certain harmonious blending of 
light and dark, which may bring a 
feeling of cheerfulness or gloom; 
lights every changing hecause of 
the thickness, above. Underneath 
and among the winter trees are 
the woodland creatures seeking a 
warmer place from winds that tell 
of zero weather, 

These same trees shelter the 
birds, while their branches reach 
upward toward brightness. The si- 
lent earth is resting enfolded in 
the silence of the white solitude,
